Arabs want , work for peace 


Fahd condemns atrocities 


LONDON. Oct. 25 (AP) — Prime Minis- 
ter Margaret Thatcher Sunday was asked to 
make an urgent statement to parliament on 
allegations that a translator accused of spying 
for the Soviets used a top-secret electronics 
center for one of the deepest penetrations of 
Western intelligence operations since World 
War D. 

“What wc are concerned about is whether 
or not... our national security is at risk." said 
Labor Party member of parliament Ted 
Leadbitter in calling for the statement. He 
referred to a report in the Sunday New York 
Times that quoted unidentified senior Ameri- 
can officials as saying the breach of security 
occurred at the government communications 
headquarters. Britain's worldwide eaves- 
dropping center, in Cheltenham. 

The Times said a “mole” who penetrated 
the top-secret facility fed the Soviets infor- 
mation that could have allowed them to 
change their codes and protect their own sec- 
rets. The Times identified him as Geoffrey 
Arthur Prime, 44. a translator of Russian at 
Cheltenham. 

In July, Prime was arraigned on espionage 
charges that a prosecutor described then as 
being “ of the gravest possible nature." Prime 
was ordered held in custody for a hearing at a 
later date. 

Details of Pri me’ s arrest we re not disclosed 


here* because oF stringent restrictions 
imposed by Britain's Official Secrets Act. 
under which he was arrested. But The Times, 
in a Washington -da ted story, quoted Ameri- 
can officials as saying Prime had access to 
highly classified information flowing into the 
Cheltenham center from satellites and 
ground stations operated by the United 
States. 

Britain’s home office — which is respons- 
ible for domestic affairs — the Foreign Office 
and the prime minister’s office all declined 
comment on the report. But a spokesman for 
Mrs. Thatcher said the prime minister would 
consider Leadbitter' s suggestion that she 
make a statement on the affair to the House 
of Commons. 

Leadbitter. whose questions in parliament 
led to the 1979 exposure of Queen Elizabeth 
IT s art historian Anthony Blunt as a Soviet 
spy, said the new allegations confirmed his 
suspicions about weaknesses in British spy 
agencies. “The intelligence services have 
enjoyed a life of protection from accountabil- 
ity," Leadbitter told the Associated Press in a 
telephone interview. 

Although Leadbitter said he had not yet 
submitted any formal request for Mrs. 
Thatcher to make a statement, it appeared 
likely that the prime minister would be ques- 
tioned closely on the matter this week.

JEDDAH. Oct. 25 (SPA) — King Fahd 
said Monday the Israelis proved they are 
inhuman and uncivilized by massacring 
thousands of people to usurp their land and 
by rejecting aU appeals for peace. He told the 
Council of Ministers that the Israelis were 
now trying to give lame excuses to absolve 
themselves from the atrocious crime they just 
committed in Lebanon, generally, and in the 
Sabra and Shatila refugee camps, in particu- 
lar. 


The King said that, at the Fez Summit, the 
Arabs said clearly and without any ambiguity 
that they want and work for peace. They 
appealed to the international community to 
bring pressure to bear on Israel to let it accept 
peace and comply with the resolutions of the 
United Nations and various other interna- 
tional forums. These resolutions urge Israel 
to halt its provocations and repeated aggres- 
sions against unarmed Arab civilians who 
have done nothing to warrant such actions.. 
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KUWAIT. Oct. 25 (R) — Kuwait Sunday 
launched a rescue fund for investors caught in 
the country’s multi-billion-doUar stock mar- 
ket crisis. 

After a marathon eight-hour meeting, the 
cabinet announced a detailed plan to help 
small investors and protect the nation’s 
economy from a crisis that bankers say has 
damaged the Gulf state's reputation in world 
finance. When share prices fell in July, partly 
due to the Iran-lraq war. many investors 
were unable to honor post-dated checks used 
to buy shares they expected to rise in value 
before the checks came due. 

Officials said last week that post-dated 
checks totalling more than 26 billion dinars 
($91 billion) at face value had been regis- 
tered with an arbitration board set up as part 
of initial government efforts to defuse the 
crisis. The cabinet said in a statement Sunday 
that a new fund would pay investors who 
were due money from share dealings after 
their debtors had been declared bankrupt. 
The fund would then attempt to recover the 
money from the debtors. 

The size of the new fund, which win repay 
investors in cash or bonds depending on the 
amount invested was not announced. 

Sunday’s cabinet announcement said pre- 
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minms added to the price of shares at the time 
the deal was transacted .remained in force 
unless the investors agreed to less. The 
cabinet said post-dated checks dated after 
Sept 20. the date of a government decree 
requiring these deals to be registered, will be 
reduced by a complex ratio depending on the 
price at the time the deal was done and the 
recent market price. 

Transactions of cp to 100,000 dina r- * 
342.000) would be repaid in cash immedi- 
ately after the arbitration board ruled on the 
deal. For up to 250.000 dinars (S855.000). 
payment would be by bonds maturing six 
months after the board ruling, for up to 
500.000 dinars (SI. 7 raiDion) by bonds 
maturing in June 1984. and for up to one 
million dinars ( S3. 4 million) by bonds matur- 
ing in June 1987. 

Initial government action on the market 
crisis has been hotly debated in the National 
Assembly (parliament) where members 
accused the government of protecting big 
investors at the expense of the small. The 
assembly has rejected as unconstitutional a 
travel ban imposed on one of its members. 
Mehmocd Al-Jabri. by the arbitration board 
which barred eight investors from leaving the 
country or disposing of property. 


Sharon admits allowing 
militias to enter camps 


TE L AVIV, Oct. 25 (R) — Israeli Defense 
Minister Ariel Sharon admitted Monday that 
be allowed the entry of Lebanese militiam en 
into the Beirut refugee camps where hun- 
dreds of Palestinian civilians were slaugh- 
tered last month. 

The minister, architect of Israel's Jane 6 
invasion of Lebanon, was giving his evidence 
to the judicial inquiry into the massacre at its 
first open session. Fidgeting nervously, Sha- 
ron sat at a small table facing the three-man 
commission and told them he gave the go- 
ahead for the militia to enter the Sabra and 
Shatila camps at a meeting with generals 
Sept. 14. 

He said that on June 15. the cabinet had 
given the army authorization in principle to 
incorporate Lebanese forces into its opera- 
tions. This was reiterated at subsequent meet- 
ings. Prime Minister Menahem Begin knew 
of a decision to allow the militia into certain 
areas of Beirut but was not aware they were 
to enter the two refugee camps. Sharon said. 

Israel has said the Christian militia, long- 
standing foes of the Palestinians, were sent 
into Sabra and Shatila for the purpose of 
rounding up Palestinians. 

Israeli forces moved into Muslim West 
Beirut the i3s&ssinatkm of Lebanon’s 
President-elect Bashir Gemayel and have 
L# withdrawn. The commission, set up after* 
Begin came under intense pressure for a full- 
scale independent investigation, asked Sha- 
ron why tire army had not carried out the 
operation instead of relying on its Lebanese 
allies. He replied that the high command 
wanted to avoid Israeli casualties. 

It was the first time since die inquiry 


opened last Tuesday that the press were 
admitted. Previous testimony from army 
Chief of Staff Rafael Eitan and intelligence 
officers was beard in camera. Sharon, fiddling 
constantly with his spectacles, responded to 
the first question by reading out a hand- 
written statement on the background to the 
Lebanese campaign. 

The commission, headed fay Chief Justice 
Yitzak Kahan, questioned him for two- 
and-a-half boors, repeatedly asking whether 
the army had doubts in advance about 
whether the pro- Gemayel militia would gp 
on a rampage to avenge their leader’s assassi- 
nation. “No, no,” Simon answered. 

At one point, Sharon told the co mmissi on; 
“If I were asked under oath who committed 
the murders. I would have to say I do not 
know. We (the Israeli army) were not there. 
There were two sides of the camp we did not 
control. I know who went in and who went 
out but I do not know who murdered." 

Several times the defense minister asked 
the commission to hear his testimony in pri- 
vate, but he was told to continue with his 
public testimony and to give confidential evi- 
dence later. Asked to sum up whether the 
decision to send in the Lebanese mflitui was 
political or military, Sharon sfcid the poEHical 
decision had been taken long before, “ft was 
a military decision or the enactment of a polit- 
ical one," he added. 

The defense minis ter, whose handling of 
the war has led to frequent calls for his resig- 
nation. said none of the experts be consulted 
beforehand had thought it possible that the 
militia would have carried out a massacre. 


and to restore the Palestinians' full rights. 

The world has discovered the expansionist 
designs of the Zionists and the inhuman 
method they apply in a bid to liquidate the 
Palestinians by attacking them in their 
refugee camps in Lebanon.

The King said : “ We thank God that the 
international community has become con- 
scious of all this and that the whole world 
sided with our cause and condemned the 
Zionist atrocities. The world’s most promi- 
nent intellectuals have spoken with all sin- 
cerely and responsibly about the dimensions 
of the recent genocide. It is no'w our collective 
responsibility to unite, pursue the march, 
muster all our efforts and benefit from our 
good relations with aU powers and peace- 
foving elements in the world. But, at the same 
time, we must remain alert to the dimensions 
of the Israeli plots and maneuvers aimed at 
annexing more land and killing more peo- 
ple. ” 

“ We are a nation that wants peace and 
-endeavors for it, but a jus and equitable 
peace that would gflre us our legitimate rights 
as defined and proclaimed at the Fez Sum- 
mit, ” the King continued. 

Information Minister Dr. Mohammad 
Abdo Yamani, the Cabinet spokesman, said 
that the Cabinet was then apprised of the 
results of King FalxTs meetings with Yasser 
Arafat, chairman of the executive committee 
of the Palestine Liberation Organization. 
TSe talks centered on the Arab state of 
affairs, in general, and the Palestinian cause, 
in particular. It was also acquainted with the 
outcome of the visit <f Bahrain Heir 
Apparent Sheikh Hamad ibn Issa AI-Khalife. 
The Cabinet was also briefed by Dr. Ghazi 
- AJgosaibi, the minister of industry and electr- 
icity, on foe results of meetings of the Indus- 
trial Cooperation Committee of the Gulf 
Cooperation Council. The Cabinet expressed 
its satisfaction with the results achieved in 
regard to industrial coordination among the 
GCC states.

Oman, S. Yemen open peace parley 


ADEN. Oct. 25 (R) — South Yemen Fore- 
ign Minister Abdul -Aziz Al-Dali left for 
Kuwait to attend reconciliation talks with his 
Omani counterpart later Monday. 

The talks, under the auspices of the foreign 
ministers of Kuwait and the United Arab 
Emirates (UAE). were arranged by the six- 
nation Gulf Cooperation Council. Oman has 
no diplomatic relations with South Yemen 
which became independent neatly 15 years 
ago. 

There have been border clashes between 
the two countries in the past, with Oman 
accusing South Yemen of sheltering left-wing 
Omani rebels. Oman also regards South 
Yemen, which has treaty relations with Mos- 
cow. as a Soviet base. Oman has an agree- 
ment with the United States under which 
U.S. troops can use Omani ports in an 
emergency. 

Dali told reporters on his departure his 
country was taking part in the Kuwait talks 
because it wished peace and security in the 
region without any foreign military bases, 
which, he said, were a threat to the area. He 
said he expected the talks to lead to the 
establishment of ties with Oman on the basis 
of good neighboriiness. non-interference in 
each other’s internal affairs and peaceful 
coexistence. 

Blackout clamped 
on Cairo probe 

CAIRO, OcL 25 ( AFP) — The Cairo state 
prosecutor has ordered a blackout on the 
investigation in to alleged “illegal activities" by 
Esmat Sadat, the younger brother of late 
President Anwar Sadat, it was announced 
here Monday. 

The prosecutor said this was "to keep sec- 
rets of the investigation from being leaked." 
Charges against Esmat Sadat, 57, were 
expected to be revealed this week. He might 
appear in Ethics Court — which does not 
hand out prison sentences — during the first 
half of December. 

If formally charged by (he Ethics Court, he 
would then be tried by a criminal tribunal 
where, i£ convicted, he could face a three to 
15-ycar prison sentence. Sadat's enormous 
personal holdings, considered to be among 
the largest in Eg\p:, and those of his four 
wives and 1 5 children were seized by the state 
last week. 


Dali said ail .Arab potentialities should be 
mobilized in the service of the central Arab 
cause of the Palestinian people which, he 
said, was exposed to an “American 
imperialist -Zionist plot."

Iran renews threat 

LONDON. OcL 25 (R) — Just two days 
after an Islamic peace mission completed vis- 
its to Baghdad and Tehran to mediate in the 
Gulf war. Iran Monday renewed its threat to 
end foe conflict by force. 

Prime Minister Hossein Moussavi told the 
national news agency ERNA after a cabinet 
meeting that the Iranian people would con- 
tinue the war until final victory was attained. 
He told IRNA real peace would be achieved 
only by punishing the aggressor — believed 
by Iran to be Iraqi President Saddam Hus- 
sein. whose army invaded southern Iran in 
September. 1980. 
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Turkey’s conditions. 

"Every nation has special characteristics 
and so do we. Therefore, our constitutions 
will be the one most suitable for us," Evren 
told a crowd in the Black Sea coastal town of 
Trabzon. He said the new constitution would 
strengthen the state of setting up a more 
powerful executive branch than before. 

Evren started his campaign Sun day with a 
speech nationally broadcast by the state radio 
and television. In fact, he is the only cam- 
paigner. Under a general ban, no other per- 
son is allowed to criticize Evren' s speeches or 
the significant provisional articles of the new 
constitution. 

Gen. Evren is also running for president 
According to one of the provisional articles, 
he will be automatically elected president for 
a single, ten-year term as soon as the nation 


approves the constitution in the November 
referendum. 

In his speeches, Evren asked the people 
always to remember why the Turkish armed 
forces, under his leadership as chief of staff, 
overthrew the civilian government in a blood- 
less coup two years ago. At the time of the 
military takeover, right and left-wing terror- 
ism bordering on dvfl war was rimming an 
average 20 lives daily. “You, my dear fellow 
citizens, should never forget those past 
Moody, deadly, hopeless, fearful and sad days 
if you do not ever want to relive them again.” 
he has told the nation. 

Evren said the new constitution was the 
most important measure they adopted to 
prevent a fourth military intervention in poli- 
tic s in Turkey. In the past 22 year s, the milit- 
ary has intervened three tunes in times of 
crises.

Japanese group

TOKYO, Oct. 25(R) — Agroup of Japan- 
ese companies will sign a contract before the 
end of 1982 to supply Saudi Arabia’s Saline 
Water Conversion Corp. (SWCC) with a 
$390 million . desalination plant, group 
member Mitsubishi Coip, said. 

SR30m paving contract 

MAKKAH, Oct. 25 — A SR30 million 
contract was won by a national firm for the 
asphalting and maintenance of a number of 
streets here, Okaz reported Sunday.

The secretariat also was commissioned by 
the industry ministers to conduct a study on a 
regional level for establishing joint industries 
in medical, bousing, electric, and construc- 
tion materials. 

During the meeting GCC industry minis- 
ters approved a number of regulations to help 
bring about smooth administration within the 
bureaucracy of the industrial cooperation 
committee and agreed to set up a body 
whereby information between the various 
member countries and the GCC secretariat 
can be exchanged.

SR163m Sudair project provides drinking water 


RIYADH, Oct. 25 (SPA)- A SR163 million 
contract was approved Monday by Agricul- 
tural and Water Minister Dr. Abdul Rahman 
Al- Sheikh. The contract,won by two national 
companies, provides for supply and laying 
down of pipelines for the Sudair water pro- 
ject. 

A total of 500 kilometers of pipes with 
diametera ranging between 150 and 800 mil- 


limeters will be supplied and installed under 
the contract. The Sudair water project will 
serve mpre than 62 villages in the area. Water 
will be pumped from several deep weDs for 
which a contract was signed recently by Dr. 
Ai-Sheikh. 

The project will help meet demands for 
drinking water in the region. 


“This Arab project will be of high impor- 
tance in improving services and facilitating 
communications not only for the diplomatic 
enclave or the Kingdom , but the Arab nation 
as a whole ” Prince Sattam said. He com- 
mended the P.T.T. Ministry’s efforts in realiz- 
ing the project and contributing to its success. 

Dr. Kayyal also stressed the importance of 
Arabsafs project saying that it is placed on 
the foremost of joint Arab projects for its 
economic, cultural, social and educational 
values. When the project is completed the 
Kingdom will host its headquarters as well as 
the Arab satellite ground control stations. 

Saudi Arabia has contributed about 26 
percent of Arabsafs total costs, Kayyal said 
adding that the Kingdom possesses what is 
called the triple choice for all aspects of 
domestic communications — Posts, telegraph 
and telexes. 

-Kayyal said he hoped that the first Arab 
satellite will be launched on schedule in 1 984 
serving the Kingdom and ail Arab countries 
in transmitting radio programs, television, 
pictures and other services. 

Zaidan stressed that the launching of the 
first Arab satellite will not conflict with other 
services. Arabsat will launch the satellite in 
coordination among member states and reg- 
ulating frequencies with the International 
Telecommunications Organization and other 
bodies. 

Arabsat Director General Dr. Ali AI- 
Mashat commended the support given to the 
organization by Saudi Arabia. “The first 
Arab satellite will cover all Arab states — 
from Oman in the east to Mauritania to the 
west,” he said. The satellite will provide for 
seven television channels, one for general 
analytical purposes and 8,000 telephone 
channels, Mashat explained.

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Australian companies 
plan Middle East center

JEDDAH. OcL 25 — A regional center 
will be set up in B ahrain to provide marketing 
and consultancy services for nearly 100 
Australian manufacturers of various pro- 
ducts in Middle Eastern countries. 

The center, known as ’Conbata” is being 
set up by Australian export marketing con- 
sultants Waimex Pvt Ltd., as major share- 
holders,' the funding for the operation of the 
Center will come from subscription fees from 
the manufacturers. 

Waimex Managing Director Michael Cot- 
tom told Arab News that the center is 
expected to start functioning beginning in 
1983 and he expects nearly 400 Australian 
companies to become its member by middle 
of next year. 

The purpose is to maximize the export 
marketing potential of selected Australian 
manufacturers, producers and service indus- 
tries in the countries of Saudi Arabia. 
Bahrain, Kuwait. Qatar, U.A.E.. Oman. N. 
Yemen. Iran and Iraq. The center will gradu- 
ally set up offices in some of these countries 
as well, he added. 

The center will compile information on 
exporters' products and services, received 


from its Australian coordination base at 
Perth. The center has plans to organize group 
visits of buyers to acquaint them of what the 
Australian manufacturers have to offer. 

Cottom said that currently many 
Au stralian exporters market their products in 
the Arabian Gulf countries with varying 
degrees of success, and mainly the sales are 
made by repeated visits to the area by sales 
staff and face to face negotiations with 
buyers. Such tours take place a maximum of 
three or four times a year, but with the establ- 
ishment of Conbata. the exporters will have a 
permanent and effective regional base. At 
the same time the buyer will have to approach 
only one agency for a reliable and reputable 
seller for all his requirements, Cottam added.

During the training period, the stu- 
dents will be provided with free board medi- 
cal treatment, clothes and a monthly incen- 
tive of SR750, Mualimi said. 

Meanwhile, a group of secondary and 
intermediate school graduates wiD be sent to 
the United States for training on flying and 
maintaining helicopters operating in the Civil 
Defense Department. Secondary school cer- 
tificate holders will study helicopters opera- 
tion during a two-year course in the United 
States and one year in the Kingdom. They 
will graduate as lieutenants. 

Intermediate school certificate holders will 
train for two years on operating and main- 
taining the helicopters. They will graduate as 
assistant technical sergeants. All trainees will 
be given $767 monthy in addition to other 
incentives.

[Egypt to keep military 
! balance with Israelis 


CAIRO. Oct. 25 (Agencies) — Israel 
intends to maintain military superiority over 
its neighbors but Egypt plans to be just as 
strong, according to Egyptian Defense Minis- 
ter Abdul Halim Abu Ghazala. 

The minister’s comments to a conference 
of young parliamentarians from Egypt and 
Sudan at the Mediterranean town of El-Arish 
in the Sinai peninsula were quoted by the 
mass circulation newspaper Al -Akhbar.

Iran pilot denounces mass torture 


GENEVA Oct 25 (AP) — An Iranian 
pilot seeking Swiss political asylum 
denounced “mass torture and repression" in 
Iran Monday, saying they constituted “a 
black spot" in the nation's history. 

Chief pilot Freyedoon Aryan, of Iran air, 
the national airline, also accused the Tehran 
regime of bringing the country to the brink of 
economic ruin, in what he called his“firat and 
last" news conference since he defected SepL 
22. Commenting on Swiss disapproval of 
political activity by those seeking or granted 
asylum in the country, Aryan. 37, said be 
does not intend to continue speaking out on 
the situation in Iran.“Ihadfriendsin Switzer- 
land," he said, explaining his choice for sanc- 
tuary. “1 also know the background of this 
country in giving asylum and therefore hope 
it will grant my request.” 


Referring to Iran’s war with Iraq, he 
charged that Ayatollah Khomeini depends 
on crises to stay in power and has consistently 
ignored opportunities to negotiate an end to 
toe two-year conflict. The “series of arrests, 
trials and executions" since Khomeini 
assumed power three yean ago is “unparal- 
leled in contemporary history," said Aryan, 
estimating that about 20,000 persons have 
been executed since 1979. There are approx- 
imately 50.000 political prisoners, he added. 

Referring to “first-hand stories of treat- 
ment in prison,” Aryan, who has described 
himself as in sympathy with the Mujahedin 
opposition movement, said “floggings, beat- 
ings and psychological torture" are common.

Israel’s defease minis ter — actually aggression minister — 
told a commission df inquiry that he had no idea — not even in 
his wildest dreams — that his Christian proteges would be 
slaughtering the Palestinian refugees in the camps of Beirut.

Yesterday, the foreign ministers of the two mutually hostile 
countries were scheduled to meet in Kuwait to thrash out their 
differences and perhaps usher in a period of relative peace in 
the Arabian Peninsula to which they belong.

ISLAMABAD — 
Has the Russian bear started leaning hard on 
Pakistan? Or, has the five-year political vacuum in 
the country given birth to extra-political trends pos- 
ing a serious threat to the regime of President Zia 
ul-Haq who has been in power since Jnfy 197.7? 

These questions are being increasingly asked by 
those who view as too ominous the sudden spurt in 
terrorist activities which have swept the country in 
recent weeks. Terrorism readied a crescendo Last 
September, culminating in the broad daylight mur- 
der of Zahoorul Hassan Bhopali, a prominent 
member otMaflis -i -Shooru (President Zia’s nomi- 
nated parliament). 

The Bhopali assassination forced the government 
to issue a new martial law regulation. It imposes the 
death penalty on those who "indulge, abet or intend 
to indulge in acts of terrorism, arson, looting, high- 
way robberies, damaging government property 
inducting railways, roads, bridges, ports, docyards, 
lighthouse, airports, telegraph and telephone lines, 
wireless equipment ships, airlines, railway rolling 
stocks, water canals, mines and factories.” 
Competent observers believe that the com- 
prehensiveness of the regulation and the severity of 
punishment reflect the measure of government 
concern. And more so because tbe regulation puts 
the burden of proving one’s innocence entirely on 


the alleged terrorists. 

There is one redeeming feature, however. 
Despite martial law. President Zia’s regime has so 
far remained “benign." Indeed, some blame the 
regime's ‘‘over-softness” for the deteriorating 
peace and order condition. But the promulgation of 
martial law regulation No. 53 is being taken to 
mean that the government now means business. 

Officials insist that terrorists have forced tbe gov- 
ernment to show its iron-fist. In the first 1 1 days of 
September, there were seven daylight robberies, 
mostly in the overpopulated cities of Karachi and 
Lahore. On Sept. 13, at about 1 2 noon, two young 
men walked into the office of Bhopali where at that 
time, there were about 20 employees and visitors. 
The suspects who did not even bother to wear 
masks machine-gunned Bhopali to death. On their 
way out, they cut down his aide who tried to stop 
them. Once outside, they killed another person, 
boarded a waiting car and then drove away. They 
are still at large. 

That same day four men held up a branch of the 
National Savings Center in Lahore, provincial capi- 
tal of Punjab. They fled with 125,000 rupees ($ 
10,300) after killing the guard. Again on Sept. 13, a 
passenger train was derailed about 100 miles from 
Quetta, provincial capital of Baluchistan. There 
■ was, however, no loss of life or properly in this 
incident. Also last month, five major fires struck 
Lahore, damaging the General Post Office, Water 


and Power Development Authority building, AsAaf 
(Trust) department and destroyed 39 buses owned 
by the Punjab Urban Transport. In Karachi, four oil 
tankers shunting on railway tracks caught fire and 
were completely destroyed. 

Bombings were also rampart. At the Lahore air- 
port a car belonging to a government official was 
destroyed by an incendiary bomb last August. In 
early September a bomb was lobbed into a bouse 
adjacent to tbe house of Khwaja Safdar, chairman 
of the Parliament Fourtunatefy, both houses were 
vacant. The bombing followed soon after Safdar 
had revived a letter threatening him with death if 
he did not dissociate himself from Parliament. Dur- 
ing the past several months, many officials and pri- 
vate intfividtiab described as friends of the regime . 
were also reported to have, received threatening 1 
letters., v \ " ' ‘ 

The government move on the Bhopali assassina- 
tion was quick. About 530 “hardened criminals” 
were arrested in Karachi alone; about a thousand 
more were rounded up in Lahore. According to 
some, thousands of political workers are already 
rotting in Pakistani jails. But the government dis- 
misses this as “nonsense*' and insists that it does not 
have more than a dozen in- tbe jails. Retired Air 
Marshal Asgfaar Khan, Nawabzada Nassruilah 
Khan, chief of the Pakistan Democratic Party, and 
Miss Benazir Bhutto, daughter of the late Prime 
Minister Zulfiknr AH Bhutto, are among the prom- 


inent detainees. All three are under house arrest 

The Movement for the Restoration of Democ- 
racy (MRD), which was formed in 1981 by seven 
political parties, demands early general elections 
find asserts that the terrorist activities can only be 
countered through democratic instruments. Right- 
ist parties, like the M uslim League, while demand- 
ing early restoration of democracy with equal veh- 
emence, accuse the MRD of having a soft comer for 
Ae terrorists. 

Experts maintain that terrorists behind the recent 
wave of killings and bombings are highly trained 
and too sophisticated for the country’s police force 
to arrest. They suspect that these terrorists have 
been trained by the Russians in Kabul and seiit into 
Pakistan along with the groups of Afghan refugees 
fleeing across tbe border. Some believe that these 
terrorist activities are taking place in isolation of the 
political vacuum in Pakistan and are bong con- 
ducted by the Russians in retaliation for what they 
describe as Pakistan’s involvement in the freedom 
'struggle, in Afghanistan - 

Whatever the cause, the general public in Pakis- 
tan Is going through a period of crisis of confidence. 
The government, for its part, is doing everything to 
bring tbe situation under control and is apparently 
putting up a cool front. And, indeed, it looks as if 
President Zia is still firmly in the saddle -and is not 
likely to be dismounted in a hurry, least of all as 
ifesult of die terrorist activities. (Depthnews) 


Gonzalez: moderate who frightens the Spanish right

MADRID — 

Eight years ago a young trade union lawyer from 
Seville arrived in Paris for the twenty-sixth congress 
of the Spanish Socialist Workers Party (PSOE), 
which had been run from exile since the Spanish 
Ovil War. Because of the passion for secrecy, which 
characterized the activities of the old guard of the 
party, he was known to the congress only by the 
code name Isidoro. He was chosen as the PSOEs 
new secretary-general and journalists at the con- 
gress began a scramble to find out his real identity. 

Nobody in Madrid knew who he was either. They 
do now. Today Felipe Gonzalez Marquez, still aged 
only 40, stands on tire threshold of power in Spain. 
The country goes to the polls Oct. 28 and the Social- 
ists are well ahead in all the surveys. Gonzalez’s 
own standing with the voters well outstrips that of 
his party's. Two recent polls shows that 58 and 47 
percent of all Spaniards think he would make their 
best leader. 

If the Socialists do come to power, it will mark a 
watershed in Spanish politics, the most dedrive 
break yet with the politics of Gen. Franco and the 
centrist politicians who have governed since his 
death and who, say the Socialists, have merely per- 
petuated the rule of the oligarchy that has run things 
since 1939. 

It is a tribute to Gonzalez 1 s political skill that he 
should have brought the Socialists to the verge of 
government despite the odds against them. During 
his long dictatorship Franco successfully contrived 
to label any opposition as Communist hordes who 
would once more tear the country to pieces if 
allowed back into power. 

Moderation, combined with dedication to the job 
in hand, has been the hallmark of Gonzalez’s per- 


sonal and political life. He was bom in a suburb of 
Seville in 1940, the second of four children of the 
owner of a small but reasonably prosperous dairy. 
Felipe was the only one of the four to take ttis 
studies beyond secondary school. 

He had the typical Catholic education of any 
child of the Franco era, without distinguishing him- 
self scholastically. At the age of 14 he started to 
suffer from asth ma and gave up sport, which led him 
toward the world of books. Reading remains his 
great interest outside politics, and he has nothing 
but scorn for those Spanish politicians — and there 
are several, he says — who have never read a book 
in their lives. 

His intention was to study literature and become 
a teacher but his mother preferred a career with 
more money and prestige and pushed him toward 
engineering. They eventually settled for law at the 
University of Seville. There he first became 
involved in the Christian Democrat political groups 
that passed for progressive in early 1960s Spain but 
he soon gravitated toward a nucleus of Socialist 
activity being organized by Alfonso Guerra, a slim, 
bespectacled youth with an acerbic tongue. It was 
the start of a friendship that was to change the face 
of left-wing politics in Spain. Guerra is now Gon- 
zalez's deputy and right-hand man and his brilliant 
organizational abilities have played an essential 
part in Gonzalez's political ascent. 

Gonzalez did not actively enrol in Guerra’s group 
until he had graduated and spent six months study- 
ing economics at the University of Louvain in Bel- 
gium. There his political corami tmen t seems to have 
crystalized, influenced on the one hand by the many 
Latin American students he met and on the other by 
the miserable lot of the Spanish workers forced to 
work abroad by the lack of jobs at home. Back in 
Seville he helped to set up a practice specializing in 


labor law and rapidly developed a reputation for 
defending workers unfairly sacked by their emp- 
loyers. At the same time he and Guerra set about 
reorganizing the Andalusian remnants of the 
once- mighty Socialist- controlled General Workers 
Union (UGT). 

Gonzalez, Guerra and their cronies in what was 
to become known as the “Seville Mafia” saw from 
the outset the PSOE had to be redefined, reorgan- 
ized and readied for the restoration of political par- 
ties which they correctly forecast as.coming in the 
mid- 1970s. T^iat control had to be wrested from the 
civil war veterans exiled in France who were out of 
touch with what was happening in Spain. While 
Guerra stealthily developed their international con- 
tacts, the Seville Mafia gradually built up their hold 
oh the party, dislodged the exiles and sealed victory 
with Gonzalez’s election as secretary-general in 
1974. 

Gonzalez was thus perfectly placed to take 
advantage of the new horizons opened by Franco's 
death the following year and the subsequent transi- 
tion to democracy. The PSOE won 118 out of 350 
Congress seats in the 1977 general election and 
became the undisputed leading opposition party. ' 
But after defeat in 1979 simmering divisions bet- 
ween Marxists and moderates in the party came to a 
head. Gonzalez stunned his followers: by resigning 
rather than continue as leader of a party, which 
called itself Marxist. It was a tactical move which 
ended in his re-election six months later with an 
overwhelming mandate for the brand of social 
democracy Much had dictated the party’s program - 
since. 

In his election campaign he says he wiQ supervise 
the modernization of the country, particularly .its 
public administration and social security system, 
with most of the extra revenue coming from the 


elimination of fraud and tax evasion. He knows his 
room for maneuver is limited with the economy in 
bad shape and the ever-present threat of military 
rebellion if the Socialists look like going loo far. 

He would like to see Spain play a wider role on 
the international stage, on which he is already a 
widely respected figure, and favors a swift reopen- 
ing of the Gibraltar frontier provided Britain is 
willing to negotiate on sovereignty. He greatly 
admires and treasures the friendship of such Euro- 
pean Social Democrats as Willy Brandt (in particu- 
lar), Bruno Kreisky and Olof Palme. He has been a 
vice president of the Socialist International since 
1976. ' 

The charge most often leveled at him is that of 
naivety and inexperience. The first he sometimes 
admits to, the second he rejects. Despite his relative 
youth, he has been in the thick of his country's 
political life for 20 years, clandestinely and openly. 
He has succeeded in arousing the expectations of a 
large sector of Spanish society that has felt itself 
excluded from decision- making fo^ too long. He 
may spon have the chance to show whether he can 
^ fiiifil even a few of them . (LOS) 


New Viet initiative has political dimension

BANGKOK — 
The odyssey of 35 Amerasian war children from 
Vietnam to the United States and apparent Viet- 
namese willingness to cooperate on the question of 
missing Americans have injected a fresh element 
into frosty relations between the two former adver- 
saries. 

Vietnam took, the new track in its attempt to ■ 
establish long-desired relations with the United 
States when it began to stress people-to-people 
contact and allowed a series of visits by private U.S. 
organizations beginning last December. According 
to some U.S. voluntary agency representatives, the 
positive emotional appeal of the two moves has 
changed the immediate agenda of issues between 
tbe two countries. Problems which have hindered 
normal relations between tbe two have not disap- 
peared, they say, but may be tackled later if tins new 


atmosphere continues to grow. 

Four members of tbe Vietnam veterans of 
America went to Hanoi and Ho Chi Minh City 
(former Saigon) for six days, followed in May and 
June by a nine-member group which said that an 
“advancement” has been scored on tbe problem of 
Americans missing in action (MIA). Vietnamese 
Foreign Minister Nguyen Co Thach also told that 
group that Vietnam would allow departure of all 
Americans — chil dren of American fathers with 
Vietnamese mothers — who wished to leave for the 
United States. 

The latest group to visit Vietnam, the National 
League of Families of FOWs and MIA’s, for one 
week in September, came out with an assurance 
that Vietnam was favorably considering proposals 
for joint U.S.-' Vietnamese searches for almost 
2,000 Americans still listed as misting there. 

Two airlifts of Amerasians this month followed 


the league’s visit U.S. officials here involved in the 
orderly departures and participating voluntary 
agency personnel praised the cooperative attitude 
of Vietnamese officials on the h umanitar ian issue. 
“The MIA and Amerasian issues need a positive 
response?’ from the U.S. administration, a relief 
agency spokesman told the Associated Press in 
Bangkok. John Shaje. the outspoken executive 
director of the Pearl S. Back Foundation, added: U I 
don’t think it is ever wise to leave wounds fettering. 
We have gpt'to move the two nations together. It 
appears that some people in the State Department 
are still fighting the (Vietnam) war.” 

U.S. officials in Bangkok declined to speculate on 
the significance of the Vietnamese moves. One said 
the implications were not clear. Another said the 
two Issues should be seen as humanitarian and sepa- 
rate from the political aspects of foreign policy.

“Until a short time ago Spadolini believed 
that the two issues we are discussing now 
were all that had to be resolved in the South 
Tyrol question, 1 " says Magnago, who at 76, 
despite advanced Parkinson’s disease, 
remains the driving force of South Tyrol poli- 
tics.

Magnago says it is a tragedy that South 
Tyrol was ever partitioned from Austria, but 
equally insists that union with the Austrian 
Tyrol or, as some would have it, with Bavaria, 
is a Utopian dream for the 62 percent 
German-spealdng inhabitants. For this 
reason he will not make it his political plat- 
form. 

It is dear, however, that the autonomy 
negotiations will not be allowed to finish in 
the foreseeable future because this would 
mean South Tyrol would lose its legal right to 
turn to Austria for protection. 

-South Tyrol's autonomy is based on the 
Paris treaty of 1946, signed by Italy and 
Austria. In I960 the Austrians, dissatisfied 
jvith the Italian interpretation of the treaty, 
took the matter to the United Nations. The 
U.N. told the Italians and die Austrians to sit 
down at the negotiating table and work out a 
new autonomy statute. 

The statute came into being in 1972 but 
many of its measures have still to be legis- 
lated. So long as discussions remain open, 
Austria retains a watching brief. This is a 
situation South Tyrol politicians are reluctant 
to change. 


Writer planning search 
for lost Cambyses army 


BOSTON (AP) — A Boston writer has 
decided if s time to go look for a Persian army 
of 50.000 men that disappeared without a 
trace in a blinding Saharan sandstorm 25 cen- 
turies ago. 

Gary Chafetz, 25. says he's got the money 
and the tools — a sophisticated radar unit 
pulled by camels — to find "the lost army of 
Cambyses.” 

. Chafetz says his search next spring will 
center on a 479 sq. km area of desert south of 
Siwa, Egypt, the ancient she of the Temple of 
Amon. Chafetz got the idea to look for the 
missing army while gathering research for a 
novel. 

He said his quest bad gained international 
attention and backing, and be has $104,000 
budgeted to support his search. “I guess if 
there has been a pattern to my life, it has been 
a habit of tackling immense projects, said 
Chafetz, who has received encouragement 1 
from scholars at Harvard University and the 
University of Arizona.

Austria prepared for future

VIENNA — Austria, the holiday land 
No. 1 in the heart of Europe, if prepared for 
the future. Moreover, it has been prepared 
for a long time. The enormous economic 
importance of the tourist industry was rec- 
ognized in 1955, the year the state treaty 
was signed, when the Austrian National 
Tourist Office was set up as a powerful 
institution which would guide future 
developments with specialist expertise. 

This guidance begins with the basic essen- 
tial of accommodation. Seventy percent of 
all Austrian guest houses are run as family 
businesses. The guest becomes, so to speak, 
a member of the family, and the atmosphere 
is marked by a degree of cordiality which is 
totally missing from the concrete jungles of 
those mammoth holiday centers in which 
the holidaymaker can look out of his win- 
dow on the seventh or eighth floor to a view 
which is not much different from that to 
which he is accustomed at home. A great 
deal has already been done in the accom- 
modation sector of the Austrian tourist 
industry, and some work stifl Bes ahead. 

A great deal has also happened on the 
gastronomic ride. It is now recognized that a 
morning diet of milk coffee ami -rolls with 
honey or jam is simply insufficient. A more 
comprehensive breakfast menu — interna- 
tional, but nevertheless typically Austrian 
— prorides the holiday guest with the right 
start to Ins day’s program. One increasingly 
finds menu cards, not merely with transla- 
tions, but also with actual descriptions of 
what is being set before the guests. Austria’s 
gastronomy has also kept up with the latest 
developments; from Ute new Vienna cuisine 
to biological diets, they are everyday offers 
in die country’s hotels and guest houses. 

One of the most significant trends in 


Austria has been the move away from the 
purely passive holiday, from the concept of 
a holiday lying on a deck-chair roasting in 
the sun, to one which makes full use of 
Austria's magnificent facilities for rambling 
and other forms of activity. Apart from 
rambling, there is bewildering list of poss- 
ible holiday activities, ranging from panning 
for gold to driving steam locomotives or 
designing one's own family coat of arms. 

Austria is, of course, the winter sports^ 
land par excellence. Here, one can go riding' 
in completely natural surroundings, where 
the ski runs seem to grow out of the land- 
scape, and where the infrastructure has 
been carefflfiy planned to' harmonize with 
the environment- There are well built and 
landscaped runs of all grades of difficulty, 
where the skier can often make use of the 
facilities of an entire region with a single . 
ticket. 

Teaching methods will also stand com- 
parison with anything elsewhere. It is no 
longer a case of simply sliding downhill and 
learning by experience. With the assistance 
of the most modem aids such as video 
recorders the merest beginner can soon be 
brought to a stage of lazy expertise in rid 
technique. For the cross-country skier there 
are now routes and tracks with a total length 
of 10,132 kilometers, in 616 winter sports 
resorts. 

And anyone who looks for alternatives to 
siding in winter win not find opportunities 
lacking. There are 11,427 kilometers of 
cleared walking tracks in 640 resorts. The 
guest can also return to nature with sleigh 
rides, or by observing the deer being fed at 
the edg e of the woods. For tho se who want 
to reach for tire sky, Austria provides 
exactly 3347 opportunities; tins is the 
number of cable tars and lifts in the country. 

There was a time when water sports in 


Austria were not exactly encouraged by the 
condition of the Austrian lakes, which it 
must be admitted were sometimes very 
dirty indeed. But the day is now past when 
motor boats could release ofl into the waters 
and the communities on their banks simply 
emptied their sewage into them, while 
would-be swimmers had to contend with all 
sorts of algae and water-weeds. The cam- 
paign to dean up Austria’s lakes has been so 
successful that the local mayor will often be 
prepared to drink a glass of water from his 
local beach in order to demonstrate its pur- 
ity. 

The Austrian National Tourist Office’s 
latest brainchild is the Fan Cub Austria, 
whose varied and entertaining program is 
aimed at the younger holidaymaker above 
all. 

Austria also has a well-founded reputa- 
tion as a congress center. It is not for 
nothing that Vienna plays host to different 
United Nations Organizations, and that 
many international companies and other 
bodies choose Austria for their confer- 
ences. Historic premises, like those in the 
Vienna Imperial Palace, the Hofburg, now 
unobtrusively fitted with the most modem 
technical equipment, otter an ideal environ- 
ment for congresses. 

The specter ofthe energy crisis has natur- 
ally not passed Austria by, but the excellent 
national transport system has succeeded ifl 
coping with it. The railways have their 
motorafl trains, inter-city connections, or 
tiie Austria Ticket with freedom of travel 
over the whole country. Services are timed 
to connect with the international trains 
from France, Switzerland, Belgium of the 
Netherlands. Austrian Airlines and other 
undertakings provide internal air ImkaTbet- 
ween Vienna and the provincial capitals.

Russia has 
170 women 
for 100 men

MOSCOW (R) — Singles dub and mar- 
riage advertisements have been quietly 
introduced in some parts of the Soviet Union 
in a cautious attempt to bring together the 
lonely, widowed and divorced. 

' But for millions of women these new 
efforts at matchmaking are unlikely to raise 
any hopes of finding a husband. For they 
cannot solve one of the root causes of tile 
problem — a dire shortage of men. Some 
experts, now able to write more openly about 
the subject, believe, however, that even this 
difficulty may not be insuperable. Among the 
more radical recent ideas is a proposal for a 
kind of legalized bigamy.'* 

Recognition of the feef that many of the 
"Soviet Union’s 270 million people have diffi- 
culty finding partners is a very new* 
phenomenon. For years the state doctrine 
was that by breaking down class barriers 
communism had eliminated loneliness and 
obstacles to human contact. Official prudery 
mean that in any case methods of matching 
the two sexes were seen a highly improper 
and redolent of the permissive and decadent 
West. 

AH that has changed in at least one area ; 
the more liberal Baltic states, where lonely- 
hearts advertisements are now run regularly 
in several newspapers. The idea is also being 
tested in Kazakhstan and the Crimea. One 
newspaper in the Latvian capital of Riga 
reported that after h started running the con- 
tact column it was swamped with replies. 

Advertise could expect an average of bet- 
ween 100 and 200 responses and in the case 
of one man who clearly had a lot to offer the 
number of potential soul mates was over 900. 
Commenting approvingly' on the success of 
the new method, the political weekly 
Literatumaya Gazeta said it hoped It would 
put unofficial matchmakers out of business. 

It revealed that what It called “wheeler- 
dealers” who set tip illegal dating bureaus 
were charging up to 280 rubles ($400) for an 
introduction with a 200 ruble ($270) bonus if 
it led to marriage. The more conservative 
Moscow press has so far shunned the idea of 
contact advertisements, but in the Soviet cap- 
ital experiments are under way to bring 
lonely people together in singles clubs. 

Unlike their Western equivalent these are 
not smoky night spots" where couples sit toe- 
, to- toe peering into each others’ eyes, but 
strictly organized activity centers where 
members discover a common, interest in 
painting, singing or hiking. 

Despite the regimented program the clubs 
are besieged by applicants, the trade unions 
newspaper Tntd reported. But it urged the 
dubs to keep the numbers down to enable 
members to get to know each other welL 
Their success rate does not seen impressive, 
Trud said that in one club with 2.700 mem- 
bers there were only 15 to 20 marriages a 
year. 

• The biggest problem facing males on the 
look-out for a spouse is likely to be choosing 
between an array of keen candidates. For the 
women, Hfe is much more cruel. Their statis- 
tics show that for every 1 00 single men in the 
Soviet Union there are 170 single women, 
and that means millions of women stand no 
chance of finding a husband at all.

The Soviet weekly Nedefya -revealed last 
year that from 1970 to 1979 eight millio n 
males died “prematurely’' and that such 
deaths exceeded divorces as the reason 
women become heads of households. 

By analyzing the few figures published 
Feshbach concluded that the Soviet Union is 
one of the -few countries in the world where 
male life expectancy is dedining, and that it is ’ 
now down to 62 or 63 years from more .than 
66 years only two decades ago. Women live 
on average 10 years longer. His deduction 
from tite mortality figures available is that the 
main cause of early deatft among men is 
alcoholism.

African eye scourge contained

OUAGADOUGOU. Upper Volta (AFP) 
— A costly international program to fight 
river blindness, which has infected more than 
one million victims in the Volta River basin of 
West Africa, is marking up spectacular suc- 
cesses. 

Some 100,000 people living in the Volta 
River basin have lost their sight, while still 
larger numbers suffer from poor eyesight 
intense itching and skin diseases including 
depigmentation and elephantiasis. 

The cause is a parasite, onchocerca vol- 
vulus. which transmits its tiny larvae into 
humans via the simulum damnosum. com- 
monly known as the sandfly. Onchocercosis, 
or river blindness, has been fought since 1974 
with encouraging success under World 
Health Organization (WHO) special prog- 
ram based in the capital of Upper Volta. 

The program spreads through other coun- 
tries of West Africa — Benin. Ivory Coast. 
Ghana, Upper Volta, Mali, Niger and Togo. 
Chemotherapy has proved a difficult treat- 
ment for the disease, and drugs available until 
now have had to be used under close medical 
supervision. 

Since it was impossible to attack the para-

site directly, which can develop over a 15- 
year period in the bodies of its victims, the 
program undertook a large scale fight against 
the vector, or more specifically against its 
eggs, to check its reproduction. 

The sandfly reproduces in running river 
water. Its eggs are destroyed by distributing 
insecticide into the water from boats or by 
spraying from small planes and helicopters. 
The program ran into difficulties coping with 
the scale of the disease and enlarged its con- 
trol area from 654.000 sq. kms in 1974 to 
750.000 sq. kms, as some “liberated" zones 
had become reinfested by sandfly from 
untreated neighboring regions. 

The program's joint committee, which in 
addition to the WHO includes the Food and 
Agriculture Organization, the United 
Nations Development Program, the World 
Bank, financing bodies and the countries 
affected by onchocercosis, will decide in 
December in Bamako, the Mali capital, 
whether to extend the control area still 
further. 

Under consideration will be new regions in 
Ghana, Togo and Benin in the south, and 
westwards into Mali. Senegambia, Guinea 
and Guinea-Bissau, Sierra Leone and 
Liberia. An extension of the program would 
require even greater resources. But the prog-

The reason for this was an alteration in the sense of taste and smell. 
They developed a marked decrease in appetite. This was under- 
standable because they now had a perverted sense of taste and smell. 
(Perverted smell is called dysostnia; perverted taste is called 
dysgeusia.) It would seem natural to avoid food under such circums- 
tances. 

Perhaps your son's doctor wants him in for a checkup for just this 
reason: to determine whether the level of zinc is normal. If it is low, 
he may prescribe zinc sulfate supplements. Hopefully, this will lesser 
of abolish peverted taste and smell. It will enable him to eat the 
necessary foods to overcome any protein deficiency, without putting 
tpn too much weight again.

Anti-bug trade 
thrives inU.S. 

WASHINGTON (AFP) — Ten yean after 
the traumatic Watergate scandal, fortunes 
are being made in combating industrial 
espionage^ responsible for clandestinely plac- 
ing listening-in “bugs?' in the past five years 
in American firms. 

The five “plumbers” who broke into the 
Watergate building on June 17, 1972, and 
entered die headquarters of the Democratic 
Party to instal a microphone in an anti-fire 
device, would not have needed to go to this 
kind of trouble today. For the device has been 
m i n ia t u ri zed to such an extent that it can be 
placed almost anywhere in a room, without 
being noticed. Technical progress has 
advanced to such an extent that a “bug? 1 no 
larger than a match-head can be easily hidden 
m’office furniture and fittings, and highly sen- 
si five radio receivers can pick up all conversa- 
tions clearly. 

David Watters, a former communications 
specialist for the Central Intelligence Agency 
(CIA), readily admits that “industrial espion- 
age has been going up steadily over the 
years.” 

AJ though it is illegal in the Uni ted States to 
manufacture, sell or even possess listening 
devices, there is no difficulty obtaining them 
from foreign sources. Experts believe that 
half die “bugs” used in the United States are 
made overseas. 

The magazine Business Week recently 
reported that half a dozen West German 
firms were each selling from 12,000 to 
14,000 “bugs" annually for export only. The 
weekly said that tax-free shops at Frankfurt 
International Airport were selling highly 
sophisticated devices for about $300 each. 

It is possible to buy small transmitters, 
somewhat larger than die professional 
“bugs’ 1 and about die size of a cigarette 
lighter, for $35. They can also be sold openly 
as long as theyare listed as “wireless mic- 
rophones" or '‘electronic babysitters.” The 
flood of “bugs” has naturally led American 
businessmen to seek protection against them. 

Francis Mason, president of a firm named 
after him in Fairfield (Connecticut) which 
makes “anti- bug” equipment, commented 
that “only 10 years ago nobody was 
interested in this side of things, but today the 
competition is enormous.” The “anti-bug” 
industry is having a spectacular success, and 
although no firm figures are available, 
experts believe that firms are spending sev- 
eral hundreds of millions of dollars to protect 
their secrets. 

“Communications Control Inc", founded 
only five years ago, is a distributor of hi gh ly 
technical “anti-bug* 1 equipment and last year 
had a turnover of $30 million. Its clients 
include 50 foreign governments.

Greek Socialists 
hag mayoralties 

ATHENS, Oct. 25 (AFP) — The Pan- 
Helenic Socialist Movement. PASOK. 
crushed its rightist opposition in runoff mun- 
icipal elections Sunday, winning mayoralties 
in 91 more towns — including the three 
largest cities. Athens. Salon! ca and Piraeus. 

The second-round triumph and the 89 
Socialist mayors who won last Sunday gave 
Prime Minister Andreas Papandreou's party 
control of 1 80 of the country’s 276 towns of 
more than 5.000 people, according to esti- 
mates. That figure even exceeded projections 
that PASOK would win 170 mayoralties. It 
was also far more than twice the number h 
won in the last municipal elections four years 
ago. 

' Also advancing was the pro-Soviet Greek 
Communist Party, which added 1 0 mayors to 
its first-round total of 30. In cases where 
there was no PASOK candidate remaining 
for the second round, the Socialists appeared 
to have massively supported the Commun- 
ists, the estimates showed. 

The New Democracy Party, the major 
right-of-center formation, won only 1 5 new 
mayoralties in the elections, according to the 
estimates. Thirty-four new Democratic 
mayors had won elections last week. Inde- 
pendent mayors were elected in 10 towns 
overall. Three of them won last Sunday. 

The PASOK landslide was not restricted to 
cities and towns. The Socialists won 3.51 6 of 
the 5,545 villages of fewer than 5,000 people, 
compared to the 1 .305 it won in 1 978. The 
New Democrats won 1 ,632 of those villages, 
compared to 3,707 in ] 978. The Communist 
totals dropped to 229. against 245. Indepen- 
dents won 1 68 (198). 

Thus, the PASOK victory appeared to con- 
firm the results of a year and six days ago. 
when national legislative elections brought 
PASOK to power. It also seemed to streng- 
then its position for the future. 

“Greece is greening,” exulted Papan- 
dreou. evoking PASOICs colors and expres- 
sing satisfaction that a wide majority of mun- 
icipal governments could henceforth be 
counted on as allies. 

But Papandreou, who has not concluded a 
formal allian ce with the Communists, now 
has to reckon with their newfound influence. 
In a large number of cities and towns, the 
PASOK mayoral candidates won only 
because of support from Communists who 
had lost last week. And last week, the Com- 
munists showed impressive strength, espe- 
cially in large cities. Communist leader 
Harfloaos Florakis expressed his satisfaction 
over the Communists' "decisive role? ■ 


Split threatens Genscher 


BONN, Wes: Germany, Oct. 25 (AP) — 
■Deep opposition to Foreign Minister and 
Free Democrat Party leader Hans- Dietrich 
Genscher emerged this weekend at state 
party caucuses, threatening Gensdier's abil- 
ity to survive a leadership vote at a national 
party congress next month. 

Sources dose to Genscher have said he 
would step down as foreign minister, a post 
he has held since 1974, if defeated at the 
West Berlin congress. Economics Minister 
Otto Lambsdoiff would also resign bis 
cabinet post if his ally Genscher stepped 
down, party sources told the Assodated 
Press. 

The Free Democrat discontent thus 
threatens the stability of Chancellor Helmut 
Kobfs new center-right government after 
only a month in office. 

The small but pivotal liberal party is bit- 
terly divided over. Genschei's decision last 
month to puli out >of Helmut Schmidt's coali- 
tion government and enter a new alliance 


with the conservative Christian Democrats to 
elect Kohl chancellor in a parliamentary vote 
Ocl. 1. 

At a state caucus Saturday in North Rhjge 
Westphalia, the most powerful stale group. 
67 delegates voted to support Genscher at 
the congress and 54 voted against. Eighteen 
of the 1 1 9 members the state will send to the 
400-delegate congress abstained or were 
absent. 

Coming from ihe powerful Ruhr and 
Rhineland groups, the support indicated 
Genscher will survive as party leader next 
month, but may not be able to integrate his 
party. He faces a leadership challenge from 
Uwe Ronneburger, head of the party in the 
northern state of Schleswig-Holstein, who 
received an overwhelming endorsement from 
his home state this weekend. 

At a state caucus Saturday, 176 members 
voted for the 61 -year-old farmer to challenge 
Genscher, 1 8 voted against and six abstained. 


Warlord Khun Sa’s bases bombed 


BANGKOK. Oct. 25 (AFP) —Thai forces 
Monday strafed and bombed positions of the 
world’s biggest opium warlord in a new bid to 
drive drug traffickers from Thai territory, the 
military command said. Supreme command 
officials said the air strikes, begun Sunday, 
were to soften resistance to about 1 ,500 Thai 
ground troops advancing dose to the Bur- 
mese border. 

The main targets were the mercenary 
forces backing Khun Sa, the 50-year-old 
heroin king, said to tax or control up to 75 
percent of drug traffic in the "golden 
triangle.” 

Government forces dislodged Khun Sa 
from his long-standing Thai stronghold in 
two major operations last year, forcing him 
across the jungle frontier to Doi Lang, a 
remote mountain area where he faces attack 
from the Burmese side. Well-informed West- 


ern sources said traffickers continued to 
move back-and-forth to the old base at Ban 
Hin Taek. which is still home to the families 
of about 300 of Khun Sa's men. 

Khun Sa's forces, which he styles as an 
ethnic Shan liberation army, may include as 
many as 5.000 men equipped with grenade 
launchers, rockets and other modem mater- 
ial. Thai intelligence sources said Burma 
"apparently” was cooperating in the current 
operation, codenamed "Great Star*' and 
involving a combined force from the army, 
elite border patrol police and irregulars cal- 
led rangers. 

Casualty figures were not immediately 
available. Intelligence operatives said Thai 
forces began gathering for the push last 
Tuesday and were backed by helicopter gun- 
ships and C-47 “spooky" reconnaissance air- 
craft. 


Patient, doctor have bypass surgery 


NEW DELHI, Oct. 25 (AP) — A success- 
ful heart bypass operation was performed in 
Houston. Texas, Oct. 6 not only on Zail 
Singh, the president of India, but also on one 
of Singh accompanying physicians, the 
Indian Express newspaper reported. 

Dr. P.N. Chut tarn, of Chandigarh, the capi- 
tal of Punjab, President Singh's home state, 
was operated on at the Texas Heart Institute 
on the same day as the president. The Express 
said in an exclusive story from Washington. 


"It was perhaps the first time for the famous 
hospital in Houston to cany out bypass 
surgery on the patient and his doctor." the 
story said. 

Chuttani, one of three doctors who accom- 
panied Singh on a special flight from India at 
the end of September, and the Indian presi- 
dent are both recuperating in Houston. The 
president is scheduled to start home Oct. 29 
via New York and Amsterdam. 
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U.N. chief sees 
much of discord 

UNITED NATIONS, Oct. 25 (AP) — 
U.N. Secretary-General Javier Perez de 
Cuellar said Sunday that "discord has more 
ofren than not triumphed over harmony" in 
international affairs this year. 1 

"Our organization, dedicated as it is to 
peace and justice, has had a similarly frustrat- 
ing time." he said at the start of a concert on 
U.N. Day in the General Assembly hall." But 
that is no reason for despair or for question- 
ing the validity of our efforts." 

Perez dc Cuellar said that in the last few 
weeks he had talked to heads of state or gov- 
ernment. or foreign ministers, of virtually all 
U.N. member countries, here to attend the 
General Assembly. 

"1 have been struck by their deep concern 
for strengthening, and using to better effect, 
the machinery for understanding, peace and 
justice which is the United Nations.” the 
.Peruvian-born U.N. executive said. 

"I believe they share my conviction thar-wc 
have no alternative but to do so. Otherwise, 
we shall descent into anarchy, destruction 
and deprivation.’' 

The conductor. Zubin Mehta, had a part- 
ing message for delegates after the two-hour 
concert. The curly haired Indian-born con- 
ductor of the New York Philharmonic, 
responding to about three minutes' applause, 
told an audience of about 2,000: 

"One thought crosses my mind — that op 
such an auspicious occasion, you consider 
that we can play harmony and you can't.” 
The climatic number was French composer 
Maurice Ravers orchestration of Soviet 
composer modesi Mussorgsky's suite for 
piano, “Pictures al an Exhibition." 

This U.N. day marked the 37th anniver- 
sary of the coming into effect of the United 
Nations charter, foundation of an interna- 
tional organization that now has 157 mem- 
bers. 

74 die of cholera 

JAKARTA, Oct. 25 (AP) — At least 74 
persons have died from a recent outbreak of 
cholera in South Sumatra province, officials 
reported Monday. 

Die victims were all resettlers from the 
overpopulated island of Java, who were tak- 
ing temporary residence in Air Sugiran. an 
area designed for transmigration resettle- 
ment. 

Die epidemic was apparently caused by air- 
drought which hit the area, the officials said. 
The prolonged drought forced the reset tiers 
to use contaminated water.

Labor unrest grips 
crisis-hit Mexico 


. MEXICO CITY, Oct. 25 (AP) — Labor 
, protests and threats could shut down some 
. 200,000 businesses and industries erupted 
over the weekend as thousands of workers in 
this economically troubled nation demanded 
emergency pay hikes to compensate for the 
high cost of living. t 

The unrest comes as Mexico faces its worst 
economic crisis in more than half a century. 
Workers, most of whom earn little more than 
the minim um wage of about SI 20 a year, 
have been hard hit by the -annual inflation 
rate — expected to reach 100 percent by the 
end of 1982. Mexico has run up debts 
amounting to S80 billion. 

Thousands of leftists and workers marched 
peacefully through downtown Mexico city 
late Saturday demanding emergency salary 
hikes of at least 50 percent. 

The demonstrators, estimated by the offi- 
cial government newspaper El Nadonal to 
number at least 50,000 converged on the ci- 
ty’s Central Plaza at nightfall to hear 
speeches by the country’s leading leftist lead- 
ers. 

In addition to calls for pay hikes, several 


placards carried by the marchers bore the 
slogan: “OPEC yes — IMF no.” Mexico is 
not a member of the Organization of Pet- 
roleum Exporting Countries but many leftists 
claim it should join the powerful cartel to 
help strengthen its position in international 
forums and reduce its dependency on the 
United States. 

Leftists are also wary of a possible agree- 
ment with the International Monetary Fund 
that would give Mexico access to a bailout 
loan of $4.5 billion in low interest funding to 
meet payments on its foreign debt highest in 
the Third World. 

Leftist claim conditions that would prob- 
ably be attached to an agreement with the 
IMF. including salary freezes and cuts in all 
government subsidies, would raise consumer 
prices further and be disastrous to the aver- 
age worker. 

In a telephone interview with the Associ- 
ated Press, Heberto Castillo, one of several 
leftist leaders who addressed demonstrators 
jamming the Plaza Saturday night, suggested 
that OPEC could represent “a replacement 
for the IMF.” 




Economists 
flay Bonnes 
tax policies 

BONN, Oct. 25 (R) — The five leading 
West German economic institutes expressed 
skepticism in their joint autumn report about 
government plans to raise value added tax by 
one percentage point and increase duties in 
1983. 

This could further cut private consumption 
and possibly investment at a time of acute 
demand weakness, the report said. Stronger, 
lasting tax incentives for investment are a 
better way of countering weak demand than 
Bonn's plans for a temporary bonus on new 
investment and for specific measures to 
stimulate housebuilding, it said. 

The institutes also criticized plans, for a 
repayable compulsory loan from people with 
high incomes, which it said would have a 
negative psychological impact and cost too 
much to administer. They said previous 
experience of compulsory loans did not sup- 
port the use of such tools. 

On monetary policy, the report called on 
the Bundesbank to relate money supply to* 
the economy's medium-term potential for 
growth rather than to actual growth, and to 
allow for unavoidable short-term price 
increases. 


Airbus keeps flying high Jakarta favors 


PARIS. Oct. 25 (AFP) — European Air- 
bus this Thursday celebrates the tenth 
anniversary of its first flight, and has com- 
pleted one million hours without a serious 
accident. 

In the course of these 10 years the Airbus 
has been sold to 46 airlines, which have 
placed 4 firm orders and abont 1 50 options. 
The consortium has delivered 190 Airbus 
388's to 30 companies: This was the first 
version of the plane. 

Partners today in the Airbus Industrie con- 
sortium are: French Aerospatiale (37.9 per- 
cent), Deutsche Airbus of West Germany 
(37.9 percent), British Aerospace (20,per- 
’cent) and Casa of Spain (4.2 percent). In 
addition the Dutch firm Fokker-Vft and the 
Belgian company Belairbus are associates, 
the Belgian firm is participating only in the 
program for the A-310, which is the A-300's 
- small brother. 

The West European aircraft industry took 
off one wing and a prayer when it entered the 
240/3 3 0-seat sbozt/medhnn range market. 


The first commercial plane went into service 
with Air France in May 1 974 on its Paris- 
London route, but commercial success was 
achieved only in late in 1 977. 

In 1 976 only one order was booked for the 
Airbus, but in 1 977 the company announced 
53 firm orders. Many airlines still doubted 
whether the West European industry could 
seriously challenge the American giants Boe- 
ing, Lockheed and Douglas. 

Then in April 1 978 came the breakthrough 
in the United States when Eastern airlines 
bought four planes, later ordering 34 (25 
firm, nine options). The year 1978 saw 70 
firm ordering 27 options go to Aiibus- 
Industrie. The consortium felt confident 
enough to move onto a new program: The A 
3 1 0 which flew for the first time this year and 
will be delivered to airlines from next spring 
onwards. 

Production of the latest version of the 
plane, the A-300-600 embodying advanced 
technological features, will begin at Aeros- 
patiale’s Toulouse.

Tanzania woos IMF anew 


DAR-ES-SALAAM, Oct 25 (AP) — 
This East African country, desperately short 
of hard currency, has set awesome ideologi- 
cal reservations and is again talking withthe 
International Monetary Fund and the World 
Bank. 

In past years, Tanzania took die lead in 
attacking the lending agencies at interna- 
tional conferences. Citizens mounted street 
protests against them and President Julius 
Nyerere’s government accused the IMF of 
interfering with its Socialist policies. 

A $20G-mfllk>n loan agreement with the 
IMF broke down in early 1981 because Tan- 
zania did not carry out stipulated reforms. 
The World Bank suspended funding to 43 
development projects last June after Tan- 
zania failed to make $15 million in repay- 
ments. 

Now all sides appear to be interested in 
mendingfences. Earlier this month, Tanzania 
pledged to repay arrears to the World Bank 
by the end of the month. Hie first ranking ’ 
IMF delegation to this country in two years - 


arrived a week later. 

Tanzania, one of the ten poorest countries, 
is the biggest recipient of foreign aid per 
capita in Africa. The former British posses- 
sion receives abont $600 TmUJon annually. . . 

The largest chunk, about $120 milli on a 
year and roughly equal to Tanzania's export 
earnings, comes from the World Bank. 

Despite the aid, Tanzania's economy on 
the verge of collapse. Bad weather, higher oil 
prices, dm 1979 war with neighboring 
Uganda to help topple Idi Amin and falling 
prices for farm exports contributed to the 
economic crisis. A World Bank study blamed 
domestic policies. 

“Beyond doubt,” the study said, "domestic 
policies are largely responsible (for) the cur- 
rent economic crisis.” ha an indication of how 

poor the country is. the country’s official 
news agency reported last June drat the 
national health service bad no money to buy 
bullets to shoot rabid dogs or serum for bite 
vkxhn*. ' ■ . 
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Lagos trade 
debts mount 
to $5 billion 

LONDON, Oct. 20 (R) — Nigeria is nm - 
ning three months behind in settling routine 
trade debts in foreign exchange , theFneftcU 
Times said Monday. 

The paper said Lagos bankers put the debt 
at 55 billion. The Financial Tima quoted 
Nigerian importers as saying foreign banks 
sought guarantees from the central bank that 
Nigerian foreign exchange remittances would 
be made. But the central bank over the past 
week had refused to give such assurances. 

Foreign suppliers were being forced to 
honor contracts without guarantees of 
prompt payment or to abandon their sales to 
the biggest and richest market in Africa, the 
paper added. The Nigerian government in 
April imposed strict controls on the import of 
goods and payments in foreign exchange. 

Algeria’s growth 
rate set at 7 .3% 

ALGIERS. Oct. 25 (AFP) — Algeria 
expects to record a growth rate of some 13 
percent this year, roughly the same as in the 
previous two years, according to government 
estimates here Monday. 

Investment should be up 10 percent, con- 
sumption up 3 or 4 percent. Another 1 56,000 
jobs will have been created. But government 
social sector spending on education, health, 
pensions and subsidies for basic goods will 
have climbed substantially 80 percent above 
the figure three years ago. 

Soviet gas deal 
may affect Oslo 

WASHINGTON, Oct 25 (AFP) — U.S. 
ambassador to France, Galbraith, expressed 
concern recently that the construction of the 
Siberia- to- Europe Natural gas pipeline could 
seriously set back exploration for offshore 
Norwegian gas, the Washington Post 
reported. 

The newspaper said Sunday Galbraith 
expressed his fears in a message to the U.S. 
government. In the same message, he also 
said West Germany, France and Italy could 
become move dependent on Soviet energy in 
the next 20 years.' 

To avoid the “gloomy scenario” of a com- 
plete Soviet takeover of Europe’s natural gas 
market, Galbraith said tile United States 
should insist that Ruhrgasand Gaz de Franefe 
— the main West German and French impor- 
ters — “commit as soon as possible” to Oslo 
in gas exploration. The Post said.

Saouma was delivering the keynote 
address at the opening of the ) 6th biennial 
FAO regional conference for the Middle 
Hast, attended by agriculture ministers or 
senior officials from the regional states, 
stretching from Tunis to Pakistan.

Saouma said there was “some progress in 
world agricultural production in 1981-82."

“World cereal stocks increased from 
23] million tons in 1981 to an estimated 270 
million tons in 1 982 (1 8 percent of estimated 
annual worid consumption.) 

Saouma said the concurrent reduction of 
cereal prices, particularly wheat, provides a 
golden opportunity for importing countries 
to replenish their stocks and increase their 
cereal reserves. 

But “inflation and economic recession, in 
the industrialized countries, are seriously 
affecting developing countries and are 
reflected in diverse constraints on develop- 
ment." he added. 


Because of the “discouraging situation” in 
the Near East “most countries in the region 
will have to import the major part of their 
cereal requirements and wfll suffer adverse 
effects on their balance of payments," he 
pointed out. 

Examining the situation in the region, 
$»n nm» said “I cannot ignore the exceptional 
conditions that prevail in tins areas: Condi- 
tions which certainly affect everything 
related to development processses and espe- 
cially agricultural development “Wars on 
every side cause destruction and devastation. 
Huge sums of money are being spent to buy 
destructive machines, instead of being 
devoted to agricultural development and 
food production. Millions of innocent people 
are felling the specter of war, in Afg h anista n , 
Lebanon, Somalia, Sudan and other coun- 
tries. They are left homeless and without 
food.” 

Saouma added that “investment in agricul- 
ture has not, so for, been given the necessary 
priority by the countries of the region?

Dollar zooms to new high

JEDDAH, Oct 25— The American dol- 
lar opened on a strong note on the Euro- 
pean exchanges Monday and remained that 
way all-day long in some heavy trading 
activity. The dollar broke record grounds 
against actually all the major currencies, but 
in the money markets Eurodollar deposit 
interest rates remained stable. 

The European markets were also expect- 
ing a cut in the U.S. discount rate by as 
much as a full percent Friday night, but 
when this did not mate rialize , the dollar 
gained ground on the exchanges. The Vi 
percent cut in the prime rate to 1 1 VS per- 
cent by several U.S. commercial banks did 
not help ease present market worries that 
the U.S. Federal Reserve Board might be 
tempted to try and keep interest rate levels 
at their present highs. 

In the bullion markets, gold and silver 
prices fell to trade at lower levels compared 
to Friday night New York prices. Gold fluc- 
tuated erratically around the $418 levels 
after opening at $420 an ounce in London, 
while silver fell back almost 40 cents to 
trade at $7.1 1 . Bullion dealers were reluc- 
tant however to trade at higher ranges, 
keeping a wary eye open for developments 
later on in the U.S. bullion markets. 

Spot riyal/dollar rates continued to be 
traded actively on the local markets with 
prices fluctuating around 3.4406-1 2 levels 
and later rising to 3.4410-15 prices. The 
volume of transaction done was not as large 
however, except that the number of deals 
done were slightly up over previous week 
levels. 

Commercial demand for all types of cur- 


rency were about average despite the sharp 
fall in the value of the major currencies of 
the world. On the deposit level, riyal inter- 
est rates were also generally stable with 
small falls seen in the longer tenors. Tbc 
week-fixed was quoted around 9 % - 9 r* 
percent levels and later rose by another Vs 
percent in Jeddah, but the one-year level 
was slightly easier at 9 7s - 10 Ye percent. 
Dealing concentrated in the short to 
medium tenors, continuing the trend estab- 
lished since Saturday, with local dealers 
waiting to see what develops on the world 
interest rate front. 

There was no denying the sense of utter 
amazement that is now creeping into the 
exchange markets as the American cur- 
rency bounds back to the top of the board. 
The yen. mark. French franc and Swiss 
franc are all coming under severe pressure 
and even the British pound lost. nearly one 
cent to trade at 1 .6870 Mond.ay amid con- 
tinuing rumors of more British interest rate 
cuts. The French franc in particular did seem 
to be reassured by aQ those talks on helping 
the franc against devaluation, and it fell to 
7.2080 levels Monday. The Swiss franc was 
sharply down at 2.1 950 while the yen fell to 
277.00 levels the lowest for five years. The 
German mark fell to 2.5520 on hews of a 
record German budget deficit financing 
requirement of over 42 billion marks.

Chad economy runs aground 


N’DJAMENA. Oct. 25 (AFP) — After 
four years of constant warfare, Chad is suffer- 
ing from a moribund economy and is back to 
square one in its fight for recovery, according 
to observers in the Chadian capital. 

The state apparatus is completely paral- 
yzed, and the country’s coffers are empty. 
Economic experts admitted that most of the 
financial aid which reached Chad over the 
last two years was channeled away from its 
original destination by the regime of former 
President Goukouni Oueddei. Chad has no 
budget and the crucial problem remains pay- 
ing civil servants' salaries. Since June, when 


the forces of President Hissene Habre seized 
the capital, only 4.000 civil servants here 
received one month's pay. in July.

been invited to the United Nations in New 
York Nov. 21 and 29 ro discuss “emergency 
projects and programs." The meeting, which 
has already been postponed twice, will focus 
on drawing up and financing projects which 
to be effective would have to be spread oyer a 
two-year period.

NEW YORK, Oct 25 (AP) — For Grete 
Waitz, the first woman to cross the finish l«tw» 
in Sunday’s New York City Marathon, her 
victory was vindication. 

“I didn’t want to go for any records,” saicT 
the 29-year-old former school teacher from 
Oslo, Norway, who was timed in two hours, 
27 minutes, 14 seconds. 

Although die clocking was .nearly two 
minutes slower than the world best of 
2:25 :29, set by Allison Roe of New Zealand 
in last year’s New York CSty Marathon, Waitz 
was just satisfied to finish — and to win. She 
had not finished a Marathon sinoe capturing 
the New York City event for the third straight 
time, in 1980. Last year, she dropped out 
near the 15-mile (24 km) mark because of 
shin splints, and in the Boston Marathon in 
April, she again was forced to drop out with 
leg cramps while leading past the 20-mile (32 
1cm) mark. 

She also suffered a stress fracture of the 
right foot in July, forcing her to miss last 
month's European Championships at 
Athens, Greece, “I just Tan for the victory 
without pushing,” added Waitz, who beat 
women’s runner-up Julie Brown of San 
Diego by'l minute, T 7'seconds. “I was not 
concerned about the time. My goal was to 
complete the race.” 

Waitz blamed her failure to break Roe’s 
record on strong headwinds. At the start of 
the 26-mflc, 385-yard (42 km) grind through 
tile city’s five boroughs, the wind was 1 5 mph 
from the northeast. 

The top women, like Waitz, start alongside 
tire men, but in a separate section, on the 
Verrazano-narrows Bridge in Staten Island. 
They merge with the men about four miles 
into the race. After that, Waitz ran in “a 
pocket of men.” She finished 125th overall. 
Her previous winning times in New York 
were 2:32:30, 2:27:33 and 2:25:41, all 
world-bests at the time.

Kenty flops in 
comeback bid 

MCAfEE. New Jersey. Oct. 25 (AP) — 
Roberto Elizondo of Los Angeles upset 
Hiloer Kenty. who told a referee he could not 
come out of his comer for the third round of 
their scheduled 10-round lightweight bout 
Sunday because of stomach cramps. 

Kenty. a former World Boxing Association 
Ugbweight champion trying to make a com- 
eback after recovering from a detached retina 
was taken to a local hospital for a neurologi- 
cal examination. 

Kenty. ranked second by the World Boxing 
Council, came out fast in the first round and 
attacked Elizondo, seventh-ranked by the 
WBC. with a furry of combinations to the 
body. But in the second round. Elizondo pin- 
ned Kenty against the ropes and scored 
almost at will with shots to Kenty's head and 
ribs. Kenty tried to fight off the ropes, but his 
blows appeared to have little impact on 
Elizondo. 

When Kenty returned to his comer at the 
belL he called for referee Tony Perez. Kenty 
told the referee his stomach felt cramped and 
that he had run out of energy. Elizondo, who 
weighed in at 62 kg. Unproved his record to 
25-3. Kenty. 61 .6 kg. fell to 23-2. 

Herbert Cassidy, the ringside physician, 
said: “Kenty said he felt a sudden loss of 
power and was very weak. He said he was 
unable to do anything when pinned against 
the ropes in the second round. He had 
stomach cramps, no power or strength, and 
be felt he could not continue." 

The 27-year-old Kenty won his WBA title 
in March 1980 against Ernesto Espana. 
Kenty lost the crown to Scan O' Grady via a 
15-round decision April 12. 1981. He later 
developed vision problems, diagnoised as a 
detached retina. Kenty said he suffered the 
eye injury during the O' Grady fight.

At two for 37 at lunch. England fought 
back momentarily but the loss of three wick- 
ets before tea when the tourists were 1 63 for 
five was the beginning of the end. 

Spinner Geoff Miller, who had played a 
valuable innings of 46 including six fours in 
72 minutes, was out Ibw to Henschell on the 
first ball after tea. Vic Marks. Bob Taylor. 
Norman Cowans and skipper Wfllis all fell in 
quick succession with the match finishing well 
ahead of the scheduled finish. 

Chappell said later, that England's batting 
had been disappointing but be was not ready 
to dismiss the tourists’ Test chances. “They 
are professionals who know how to play 
under pressure." Chappell said. 

He said Willis had obviously under-bowled 
himself and Ian Botham because "They don't 
want to bust their boilers at this stage of the 
tour. They'll have plently of bowling to do 
later on." 

Meanwhile. England selectors announced 
the team for the three-day fixture against 
Northern New South Wales in Newcastle 
beginning Wednesday. Skipper Bob Willis 
will stand down, banding over the captaincy 
to his tour deputy David Gower.

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Catholic man killed 


in Belfast tit for tat 


BELFAST, OcL 25 (R) — A 48-year-old 
Catholic man, grabbed by Protestant extrem- 
ists Friday in a th-for-tat sectarian kidnap- 
ping, was found dead in a Belfast street Mon- 
day, Northern Ireland police said. 

Joe Donegan, a married man with seven 
'children, was abducted hours after anti- 
British Catholic guerrillas of the under- 
ground Irish Republican Army (IRA) kid- 
napped the Protestant part-time soldier in 
County Armagh. 

The police said they feared for the life of 
the Protestant, Tom Cochrane, 54. The small 
underground Protestant Ulster Volunteer 
Force (UVF), set up as a reaction against 
IRA violence, warned Sunday it would kill 
Donegan by midnight Sunday unless Coc- 
hrane were freed. 

Workers found the body, face up and with 
serious head wounds, dumped in the strongly 
Protestant ShankOl Road area of Belfast The 


workers said he appeared to have been 
beaten to death but police did not say how he 
had died. 

Police sources said Donegan 1 s kidnappers 
may have assumed that the IRA had already 
killed Cochrane. The IRA said immediately 
after Cochrane's abduction on Friday that it 
was “interrogating” him , but it has said 
nothing since. 

Many part-time Northern Ireland soldiers 
have been kidnapped by the IRA for “inter- 
rogation” over the past 10 years and all have 
been killed, police sources said. Hie revenge 
kidnappings highlighted the sectarian differ- 
ences- which have brought 13 years of con- 
tinuous bloodshed to the British-ruled pro- 
vince. More than 2^20 persons have died. 

The IRA is fighting a guerrilla war aimed at 
forcing British troops from the province and 
uniting it with the independent Irish Republic 
to the sooth. 


Britain to allow 
alien husbands 


LONDON, Oct. 25 (AFP) —The Brit- 
ish government Monday published its 
proposals to allow foreign husbands or 
fiances to settle here provided the women 
involved are British citizens. The Home 
Office estimates that this new move 
which wiE-leadjo a pariramentary battle — 
win mean up to 3,000 extra applications 
bong made each year for settlement in 
this country. 


The government faces trouble on a0 
fronts. A vociferous section of their own 
back-benchers regard the proposals as a 
betrayal of the 1 979 Conservative general 
election manifesto calling for a damp- 
down on immigration.

Tories ride 
high in polls 





LONDON, Oct. 25 ( AP) — Prime Minis- 
ter Margaret Thatcher's Conservative Party, 
confounding the traditional unpopularity of 
British, governments past mid-term, has a 
lead of more than 10 points over opposition 
parties, an opinion poll published Monday 
showed. 

The Marplan Poll for the liberal Gmantum 
newspaper gave Mrs. Thatcher’s Tories 44.5 
percent of die vote, compared with 34 per- 
cent for the main opposition LaboY Party and 
19 percent for the centrist Social 
Democratic-Liberal Party alliance. 

It- followed a National Opinion Poll pub- 
lished Sunday which showed the Tories, wife 
45 percent of the vote, 13 points better than 
Labor and 24 points ahead of the allian ce. 
Both polls showed the S DP- Liberal alliance, 
formed in 1981 hoping to break the two 
major partied hold on power, slumping. 

The NOP survey, conducted Oct. 19-20 for 
The Observer newspaper, showed the allian ce 
with 21 percent, while the Marplan Poll gave 
the new movement a mere 19 percent. At its 
peak last wirfter, the alliance rated 44 percent 
which would have made it the next British 
government. 

Mrs. Thatcher, who won a five-year term in 
May 1 979, is widely expected to call a general 
election next fall. Polls since the F a lid an ds 
War with Argentina ended in British victory 
last June have shown Mrs. Thatcher, 57, 
would win handsomely — although her lead 
over Michael Foot’s Labo rites has narrowed 
from a 20-point peak last June. 

Despite soaring unemployment, at a post- 
1930s record 14 percent compared with 6' 
percent when Mrs. Thatcher took office, her 
personal ratings remain high. Fifty percent of - 
the almost 1,000 electors questioned by NOP 
rated her as “good” or “very good” as prime 
minister, while an overwhelming 66 percent 
said she is a good leader of her party. 

The personal ratings of Foot, 69, struggling 
to hold together Britain 1 s strife-tom Socialist 
movement, remained the worst of any post- 
war Labor leader. A mere 15 percent in the 
NOP sounding rated Foot as a good potential 
prime minister, and half reckoned he would 
be “bad” or "veiy bad.” 

The latest polls make gloomy reading for 
both opposition groups ahead of two special 
parliamentary elections on Thursday. To 
reestablish credibility, the SDP badly needs 
to make a strong showing in the solidly Labor 
district of Pecfcbam in south London. 

Labor is hoping to defeat the Tories at a 
special election for the first time in a decade 
by utresting bade the Birmingham district of 
Northfield which went Tory by a few hundred 
votes at the 1979 election. 

The NOP poll showed stronger support 
among Britons for Labor's anti-nuclear pol- 
icy than for Mrs. Thatcher's policy. 

Forty-four percent opposed Mrs. 
Thatcher’s decision to update Britain's 
Polaris nudear submarines with a SI 2-billion 
order for U.S. Trident missiles, while 37 per- 
cent approved.

Malaysian court told of murder plot 


KUALA LUMPUR, Oct. 25 (R) — A vil- 
lage headman accused with Malaysian 
cabinet minister Datuk Mokhtar Hashim of 
murder told police the politician had plotted 
to k31 a political rival, the high court here 
heard Monday. 

A police inspector who interrogated 
h^arfman Rahmaf Satumn-ssid Rahma t tokl 
him the plot was hatched in Datuk Mokhtaf s 
house six days before the murder. Rahmat 
54, Culture, Youth and Sports. MmaterDamk 
Mokhtar and two others are charged with 
IriQing Datuk MuhammadTahh Tafib shortly 
before general elections last ApriL They have 
pleaded not guilty to the charge which carries 
a mandatory death penalty on conviction. 

Inspector Badaxuddin Ini was giving evi-

PARIS, Oct 25 (R) — Cuban poet 
Armando VaEad ares said he planned a book 
about the 22 years he spent in Cuban jails 
before his release this week following inter- 
vention by French President Francois Mitter- . 
rand. VaUadares declined on television to 
answer questions about to rture in the first 
interview he was given since he arrived in 
Paris on Friday. 

"It is impossible to reply in just-three 
minutes” he raid ”1 will talk about every- 
thing in my book.'* The ,45-year-old poet, a . 
former student leader who helped put 
revolutionary leader Fidel Castro in power at 
the start of 1959, was jailed in .1960 for 
opposing Cuba's links with Moscow. 

Asked about his views today, he said: “The 
most atrocious dictatorship that humanity 
has ever known is the dictatorship of th<5 pro- 
letariat, that of common ism.” . . 

Valladares said his prison term had been of 
hard labor. “On a typical day, we had to get - 
up at four in the morning to go and break 
stones and this crashing wdrk went on until 
six or seven in the evening when we went 
back to our cells Where there was not even a 
drop of water to wadi in,” he said. . 

Valladares was freed after President Mit- 
terrand made a personal appeal to Castro. A 
co mmi ttee set up in Paris to campaign for his 
freedom said this year he was seriously ill and 

that his legs were paralyzed. But although 
looking gaunt and tired, he walked normally 
wheat he left the plane which brought him to 
Paris where he was reunited with his wife. 
The couple had not met since their marriage .

Pope discusses Poland 


PORT LOUIS, OcL 25 (AFP) — The 
Mauritian left-wing coalition government, 
which collapsed last week after the surprise 
resignation of the finance minister, a “still in 
office”, a statement from Prune Minister 
Aneerood Jugnauth's office announced 
Monday. 

‘ The statement said that all the parties con- 
cerned — Jugnauth’s Mauritian Militant 
Movement the Mauritian Socialist Party and 
die Organization of the People of Rodrigues 
— preferred to keep the present government 
alive rather than disslove parliament- 

The five Socialist Party (FSM) ministers 
handed intheir resignations Friday, butit was 
not known if they had been, accepted. The 
statement noted that Jugnanth had only two 
choices, maintaining the coalition govern- 
ment or dissolving paxfiamenL 

“In the MMM and the PSM there were 
immediately reactions in favor of the first 
solution, in other words continuing the coali- 
tion,” the prime minister said. The absence of 
PSM leader Harish Boodhoo, the deputy 
prime minister, for personal reasons delayed 
the final decision. 

Hours earlier, Jugnauth’s office 
announced that Finance Minister Paul 
Berenger, who resigned in protest against 
government policies last Tuesday, was bade 
in his okl job. Berenger, one of tie founders 
of the MMM, and Trade and Industry Minis- 
ter Kader Bhayat were meeting .with World 
Bank officially. A dispute between the two 
men had shown up the differences between 
the MMM and PSM. 


VATICAN CITY, OcL 25 (R) — Pope 
John Paul and the Polish primate, Jozef 
Gtemp, began a thorough review of tbe crisis 
in Poland on Monday after the dissolution of 
the trade union Solidarity threw into disarray 
church-state relations there. . 

As usual, tbe Vatican maintained a strict 
silence about foe contacts between the Polish 
pope and archbishop Gtemp, who flew to 
Rome Monday “to draw np the balance sheet 
after one year of failures,” as one Vatican 
analyst commented. A first informal meeting 
between the pope and Glemp took place over 
iuncfr Vatican sources said. 

It is Gtemp' s third visit to Rome this year 
but the first since the Polish parliament ban- 
ned Solidarity, a move which deeply upset 
Pope John Paul and the hopes of Us church 
that the long labor conflict could be settled by 
negotiations. But Pope John Paul said 
recently. that even after the banning of Sol- 
idarity, “the church will defend the legitimate 
rights of the working men” in Poland.

HARARE, OcL 25 (AFP) — British. dip- 
lomatic sources reacted sharply here Monday 
against a call by some MPs in London for an 
investigation into an incident involving Zim- 
babwean troops and tbe crew of a Royal Air 
Force plane one week ago ^ The sources said 
the incident was much less serious , than indi-; 
cated by reports in the Britidi press.

American guide on hostages issued 


WASHINGTON, OcL 25 (AFP) — State 
Department personnel in both the United 
States and abroad have been given a manual 
of steps to follow if they are taken hostage. 
The manual, given to 15,000 State Depart- 
ment officials overseas, noted that people 
react differently to stress. 

“Individuals who are taken hostage should 
be -aware that their captors may seek to 
exploit them,” the manual said. “Ihefr crap- 
tora may be seeking information to be used to^ 
the detriment of the United States or of their 
fellow hostages and are likely to use informa- 
tion obtained from one captive when inter- 
rogating another ” it added.

signing any anti-American statements Or 
divulging classified information.
